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Council Explores Possible FBI 
Use of North Core Metro Site 


On January 25 the Greenbelt 
City Council got the not-so-good 
news about development pros- 
pects for the South Core portion 
of what used to be known as 
Greenbelt Station. A week later, 
on February 2, they got further 
bad news about North Core pros- 
pects. If you love security, of 
course, ou may grow to love the 
North Core. The major focus 
of the worksession on the North 
Core was less about Mixed Use 
Development (MUD) than about 
potential transformation of the 
site to suit the proposed con- 
solidation project of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI). 

At the follow-up workses- 
sion on February 2, six coun- 
cilmembers were in attendance, 
along with City Manager Mi- 
chael McLaughlin, Assistant City 
Manager David Moran, Com- 
munity Development & Planning 
Director Celia Craze, Assistant 
Planning Director Terry Hruby

and Planner Jamie Fearer. 

Unlike the worksession on the 
South Core, which had focused 
on recent history of the stalled, 
but potential, development on 
that site; active council discus- 
sion regarding proposed changes 
to the 2005 Development Agree- 
ment; and proposed alternatives 
in the development mix for the 
site, the worksession devoted to 
the North Core was primarily a 
briefing. 

Leading the briefing was 
Garth Beall, an attorney from 
the Greenbelt firm of McNamee 
Hosea Jernigan Kim Greenam 
& Lynch, and an associate, Paul 
Summers. They described rela- 
tively slim prospects for any 
kind of Mixed Use Development 
at the Metro Station site and the 
potential prospect of the General 
Services Administration (GSA) 
selecting the North Core for re- 
location of a consolidated site for 
the FBI. 


Smith Trustee 

Beall acts as trustee of A.H. 
Smith trusts and manages cer- 
tain business entities owned by 
the trusts. In this case the A.H. 
Smith Trust has a stake in Metro- 
land Developers LLC, the group 
holding a joint development 
agreement with the Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transporta- 
tion Authority (WMATA) for the 
MUD development proposed for 
the Greenbelt Metro site. 

Summers has experience with 
the GSA process for the selection 
and leasing for sites proposed for 
federal facilities. 

Although Craze provided a 
printed copy of the planning 
staff’s proposed changes to the 
2005 Development Agreement 
between the city and developers 
of the North Core, she noted 
that the North Core develop- 


ment group had not yet seen the

Family and Youth Events Led 
Greenbelt’s Early Social Scene 


Love, marriage and babies 
occupied many families during 
Greenbelt’s early years. Green- 
belt had a young population, with 
an average age of 29; the birth 
rate was triple that of the national 
average. Newspapers joked about 
a traffic jam of baby carriages. A 
number of these babies were born 
in the Greenbelt Hospital, located 
then at Ridge and Gardenway. 

Greenbelt families had many 
ways to occupy their free time. 
The Greenbelt Athletic Club 
was organized in early 1938 and 
members formed teams according 
to the blocks where they lived.

They established a four-team bas- 
ketball league, a nine-team vol- 
leyball league and a seven-team 
softball league. 

The Greenbelt Boys Club 
was also established. The town 
library opened in 1939 in the 
Community Building (then Cen- 
ter Elementary School) and now 
known as the Community Center. 

Women met weekly to play 
badminton and volleyball. They 
also held dance and exercise 
classes. Greenbelt had a town 


band whose members wore bright 
green uniforms. 
There were Halloween cel- 


ebrations with apple bobbing and 
dancing and at Christmas, Santa 
strolled through the Center hand- 
ing out oranges, nuts, candy and 
small gifts. The Greenbelt Play- 
ers put on theatrical productions; 
square dancing was held most 
Saturday nights. 

Greenbelt Lake Park was a 
favorite gathering spot. In win- 
ter there was ice skating and 
hockey. Residents built a bonfire 
on the shore and huddled around 
it to keep warm. In the summer 
there was fishing. Kids rented 
rowboats at the lake park for 25 
cents an hour. 

When the lake park first 
opened, an area was roped off 
for swimming. This did not last 
long, as the water was found to 
contain harmful bacteria. 

The Fourth of July was a 
major celebration. People came 
from all around the area to pic- 
nic, march in the parade, par- 
ticipate in a soapbox derby and 
enjoy the fireworks. By 1949 
three days of special events were 
centered around the Fourth of 
July. Memorial Day provided an 
opportunity for family outings at 
the lake park. 

Some families packed sand- 
wiches and hiked to Schrom 
Airport (near Hanover Parkway). 
On a Sunday afternoon they 
would sit for hours on the hill 
across from the airport, watching

“Illuminating Subject” 

After three weeks of letters, 
it seems plain that the Schuman 
smoking lawsuit is misunderstood 
by many. For the record, I am 
undecided as to what should be 
the policy, in GHI or the law, 
regarding smoking inside multi- 
family dwellings. That’s because 
the questions raised are a difficult 
balance of privacy and property 
rights, along with a lot of very 
complex, highly politicized sci- 
ence. 

But all that is really not what 
is at issue in David Schuman’s de- 
cision to appeal the judge’s com- 
monsense finding in favor of GHI, 
ruling that the policy issues are a 
matter for the legislature. Only 
a small point remains, practi- 
cally unresolved, since by consent 
decree his neighbor is permitted 
to smoke — exclusively — out- 
doors. It simply defies credibility 
to claim the dissipated vestige of 
smoke from two cigarettes daily 
(as stated in court) from a neigh- 


bor’s yard significantly impacts a 
healthy adult indoors. Surely the 
cumulative respiratory impacts of 
automobile exhaust in Greenbelt 
are greater but no suit over that? 
This secondhand smoke claim 
seems patently implausible to all 
but the most dogmatic foes of 
tobacco and its users, for example, 
those unwilling to occasionally 
close the odd window “on prin- 
ciple.” 

By contrast, it is illuminating, 
I think, to consider whether we in 
GHI would like the cooperative to 
enforce a total ban — punishable 
by eviction, as a recent letter- 
writer proposed for tobacco — on 
the smoking of marijuana. Law 
aside — and that’s a big aside — I 
suspect few would endorse GHI 
monitoring, much less punishing, 
much less evicting, private users 
of marijuana. Adults in their own 
home. Gracious, no. 

And if the prohibitionist man- 
tra is correct — there’s “no safe 
level” of exposure to secondhand 
tobacco smoke — surely the same 
is true of maryyjuana smoke? The 
likely double-standards in this pot- 
friendly neighborhood confirm the 
debate is more about symbols than 
science. 

Nor, I expect, would Schuman 
or GHI’s most indignant anti- 
smokers have zeal enough — the 
moralistic gumption — to call for 
the eviction of a member who’d 
grown dependent on prescription 
pain-killers. A compassionate 
plea for drug treatment seems a 
more likely outcry. Imagine for 
a moment that Schuman had con- 
tributed his reported $70,000+ in 
legal expenses (so far) toward a 
GHI smoker cessation program, 
instead of chasing a six-figure 
purse or a law the legislature 
won’t yet pass and which a judge 
refused to invent. 

But the rush to vilify sad, 
isolated tobacco users as worse 
than latter-day lepers has a con- 
siderable cachet among those 
who fancy themselves champions 
of virtue or, more soberly, public 
health. 

In the Schuman appeal, 
though, we are largely spared 
moral, political and scientific 
evaluations of complex human 
behavior. The court, instead 
of the membership, is being 
asked to decide whether a person 
should be prohibited — by judi- 
cial, not legislative edict — from 
smoking cigarettes in a breeze- 
filled yard. That is a tragic, 
costly overreach on which most 
in the community, I think, can 
probably agree. 

What’s more, despite the fan- 
ciful imaginings of the litigious 
Mr. Schuman, this appeal is a 
very weak and inappropriate test

case because it (a) reeks of un- 
reasonableness; (b) financially 
punishes the innocent (even when 
GHI is vindicated, its members 
and management not culpable, 
we pay); and (c) offers even less 
chance of prevailing on appeal 
than it did in the lower court, 
given the outdoors-only decree 
and the judge’s immediate oral 
ruling against him. Schuman 
might more wisely opt to bankroll 
litigation elsewhere, if he hopes 
to change law — an intention he’s 
denied. 

In fact, openly and repeatedly 
Schuman has said his goal is only 
to compel his one neighbor, and 
no others, to stop smoking. All 
I want is personal relief, he’s as- 
serted to audiences. But in the 
Washington Post (1/10/12), he is 
quoted as saying “I’m pursuing 
this . . . because this will affect a 
great many people.” 

Duplicity aside, if his case 
flops on appeal as soundly as it 
did in the Circuit Court, it may 
legally harm more than help any- 
one in Maryland who 1s being 
truly victimized by significant 
intrusions of second-hand smoke. 
Precedents can cut either way 
and reach much farther when set 
at the Court of Appeals level. If 
his suddenly acknowledged public 
health agenda is to be believed, it 
is arguably Schuman who ought to 
desist. But a lawyer who spends 
$70,000 to initiate optional litiga- 
tion and make an optional appeal 
instead of closing his window, 
almost certainly will not.

Conservation Talk

document. For that reason, dis- 
cussion of the document was held 
off for a subsequent meeting. 

Beall initiated discussion with 
his assessment that there appears 
to be no way that the currently 
proposed mixed use development 
could be accomplished, if done 
piecemeal. He said the huge 
costs to provide infrastructure to 
serve the development would re- 
quire a major undertaking at one 
time with high intensity use. 

In light of those obstacles, 
Beall and Summers have been 
considering alternatives and look- 
ing therefore in the direction of 
the FBI project. They appear 
confidant that, if the Greenbelt 
Metro site is one of the candidate 
sites for the FBI consolidation 
project, WMATA would extend 
the Joint Development Agreement 
with the Metroland Developers 
LLC group beyond the current 
March 2014 date. 

GSA Process 

Beall and Summers provided 
an informal briefing on the GSA 
process getting underway in the 
near future for selection of pro- 
posed sites for relocating the FBI 
headquarters from downtown 
Washington, D.C., to one of sev- 
eral potential sites. Generally 
within two miles from a Metro 
station and no more than 2.5 
miles from the Beltway (I-95- 
495), any potential site is not to 
exceed 55 acres in size. 

They believe the FBI is look- 
ing to house up to 11,500 em- 
ployees at the chosen site, which 
would include about five high- 
rise office buildings and associ- 
ated structured parking. 

Beall shared with council a 
copy of a December 8, 2011, 
Resolution of the U.S. Senate 
Committee on Environment & 
Public Works which sets forth 
authority given the GSA Admin- 
istrator to proceed with either 
a private sector lease or use of 
federally owned land for a con- 
solidated headquarters facility for 
the FBI. 

The Resolution requires fed- 
eral ownership of the land and 
improvements. It also speci- 
fies that the headquarters shall 
contain no greater than 2.1 mil- 
lion rentable sq. ft., and with 
no greater than 4,300 parking 
spaces. 

In addition the Resolution 
requires the application of en- 
vironmental safeguards relating 
to energy use, water efficiency, 
storm water management and 
use of Leadership in Energy and 
Environmental Design (LEED) 
standards at the gold level. The 
Senate Resolution also requires 
that the proposed facility provide 
for Interagency Security Com- 
mittee Level 5 security. 

[ISC Level V facilities are 
generally those considered “criti- 
cal to national security.” The 
Central Intelligence Agency and 
the Pentagon are examples of 
such government facilities. ] 

Other Possible Sites 

If the North Core were one of 
the sites GSA would be evaluat- 
ing, it would be in competition 


with the Branch Avenue Metro 
site, the New Carrollton Metro 
site and others in the region. 
Based on discussions with coun- 
ty officials, Beall believes the 
county executive is willing to do 
all it takes to bring the proposed 
FBI facility to Prince George’s 
County. All proposed sites, 
however, would be in contention. 

Other issues with the North 
Core site would require the cur- 
rent approved Conceptual Site 
Plan (CSP) and Preliminary Plan 
of Subdivision be redone. In ad- 
dition, if the government-owned 
land option were preferred, both 
city and county tax revenue from 
the site would be in jeopardy. 

That difficulty could be al- 
leviated by a private lease trans- 
action, however, if GSA were 
to consider that approach and 
if WMATA agrees to extend the 
Joint Development Agreement 
for either the Metroland Devel- 
opers LLC or another private 
developer. 

At this point councilmembers 
got involved in the discussion. 
They focused mainly on an ex- 
pected 300-foot buffer zone that 
might be required for level 5 
security, replacement parking for 
Metro, parking for the FBI and 
integration of the facility with 
community and environmental 
concerns. Davis reiterated con- 
cerns she had expressed at the 
January 25 worksession on the 
South Core; namely, that she 
was not thrilled with the idea of 
locating the FBI facility at the 
North Core. 

She does not think it will 
happen. “The high water table 
at the site could have a nega- 
tive impact on below ground 
parking that the FBI may need, 
the potential for Greenbelt to 
have to forfeit tax revenue due 
to a government facility taking 
the entire developable site and 
serious concern with how the 
FBI project would fit into the 
community” were the issues she 
identified. 

Further Issues 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts wondered whether the FBI 
project would have a chance 
without community support. He 
also questioned the need for 
4,300 parking spaces for the 
FBI, indicating they do not ex- 
pect a lot of their employees to 
use public transit. 

Councilmember Leta Mach 
also expressed concern with the 
potential lack of integration with 
the larger community and how 
the local community would be 
challenged by the expected level 
of security. 

Councilmember Edward 
Putens said he would not like 
to see parking garages necessary 
to meet their parking needs. He 
suggested looking at the de- 
veloping facility for the Health 
and Human Services complex at 
White Oak at New Hampshire 
Avenue and Route 29. 

Councilmember Konrad Her- 
ling questioned whether FBI 
employees would opt to live in 
Greenbelt and other councilmem- 


ret 
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bers noted experience with other 
large employers and their em- 
ployees choosing to live outside 
Greenbelt. 

Craze also expressed the view 
that neither development scenario 
represents a “panacea.” She 
added that if, for some reason, 
the current developers (1.e., Met- 
roland Developers LLC) were no 
longer involved with the devel- 
opment, the conditions contained 
in the development agreement 
would lapse. 

APB View 

The city’s Advisory Planning 
Board (APB) members, which 
happened to be meeting in an- 
other room, joined the council 
worksession when the board 
adjourned. Although not taking 
an official position, APB member 
Matt Johnson volunteered that 
the APB sense was “Mixed Use 
versus Security Pod.” 

In response to concerns ex- 
pressed by several council mem- 
bers, Summers related his expe- 
rience with the BRAC consoli- 
dation exercise at the Patuxent 
River Naval Air Station in St. 
Mary’s County. In his view it 
was not the influx of more per- 
sonnel to the base that increased 
economic development in that 
community but the subsequent 
location of base-related contrac- 
tors and service firms that cre- 
ated economic impact. 

He argued that the same dy- 
namic could take place with the 
location of the FBI headquarters 
in Greenbelt, with firms sup- 
porting the FBI mission locating 
in the area to better serve their 
government clients. 

Beall also tried to convince 
council that the impact of 11,500 
FBI employees at the headquar- 
ters would have economic ben- 
efits for the area. His perspec- 
tive, he said, was that Greenbelt 
would be seen as a desirable 
place to live. 

Craze suggested that council 
schedule another worksession 
with representatives of Metro- 
land Developers LLC to discuss 
the proposed revised Develop- 
ment Agreement for the North 
Core and more discussion of 
the MUD vs. FBI issues. This 
would allow further council con- 
sideration of all options. 

Roberts suggested a public 
hearing and Mach noted there 
should be time for a considered 
APB recommendation.

Facts in Dispute 

Please allow me to respond 
to Tom and Johanna Jones’ let- 
ter in the February 2nd edition 
of the News Review. The Jones 
were present at a previous public 
discussion of the issues involved 
in this case held in the Greenbelt 
Community Center, organized and 
advertised prior to trial, so that the 
scientific basis and particular facts 
of the case could be made known 
to the community. The Jones’ let- 
ter states the facts of the lawsuit 
incorrectly. 

This case 1s not about ban- 
ning smoking in GHI nor is it 
about changing the rules of the 
cooperative. Rather, it is about 
following the established rules 
of the cooperative. The member 
complaint process is described in 
Section XVII of GHI’s Member 
Handbook. It does not provide 
for an appeal to the membership 
of an individual member dispute. 
It provides for an appeal to the 
membership of a decision to evict. 

As GHI indicated at trial in 
this case, I followed the member 
complaints procedure correctly. 
GHI acknowledged secondhand 
smoke from my neighbor was 
present in my unit, that it is haz- 
ardous and that it is a nuisance. 
Nuisances are prohibited by the 
Mutual Ownership Contract. The 
Board chose to hold deliberations 
in “closed-door executive ses- 
sions.” The options presented to 
me following the member com- 
plaint process were for my neigh- 
bors to stop smoking, which they 
indicated they would not do or for 
one of the neighbors to move. 

By stating that I should have 
brought the general issue of smok- 
ing to the community at large, 
thereby raising serious community 
debate about the issue, the Jones 
frame the issue incorrectly. Un- 
der the established rules of the 
cooperative, smoking is permit- 
ted. Under the established rules 
of the cooperative, smoking that 
creates a nuisance is not permit- 





ted. The issue I raised before the 
member complaints panel is that 
a particular member’s conduct is 
a nuisance, not that GHI should 
become smoke free. 

Whether GHI decides to be- 
come smoke free, as its head- 
quarters building currently is, 
may be an issue for the general 
membership. The conduct of an 
individual member that the co- 
operative has already called a 
nuisance is not. The Jones would 
have members ignore the member 
complaints procedure to bring 
an individual nuisance complaint 
to the general membership. If a 
neighbor played Metallica at mid- 
night every night or allowed his 
dog to go on the neighbor’s yard, 
they would have the victim bring 
the general topic of noise or pets 
to the general membership. An 
individual complaint about second- 
hand smoke, a recognized health 
hazard, should be handled indi- 
vidually by the complaints panel. 

The Jones’ accusations are 
more appropriately directed to the 
Board, which allowed a health 
hazard to continue, rather than 
the victim forced to suffer that 
continuing condition. Living in 
a cooperative requires respect 
for one’s neighbors and respect 
for the established rules of com- 
munity living. Notwithstanding 
the important topic of secondhand 
smoke, the Jones ad hominem 
attack undermines both of these 
principles, thereby bringing more 
damage to this cooperative than 
any good faith effort to enforce 
those rules. Changing the rules 
after the fact or transforming one 
issue into a different issue when 
convenient, are not the founda- 
tions upon which a viable coop- 
erative is built. 

Finally, notwithstanding the 
Jones’ reference to the “failed

lawsuit,” the case is presently on 
appeal to the Maryland Court of 
Special Appeals. I would encour- 
age anyone interested to read the 
legal briefs on both sides and 
attend any oral argument if sched- 
uled. Honest debate on the issues 
should be based on a correct inter- 
pretation of the facts and the law.

the small one- and two-engine 
planes take off and land. 

Another activity was walking 
along the path from the spillway 
at the lake park to Indian Springs 
[located behind Capitol Cadillac]. 
(The Beltway did not exist then.) 
There were seats at that time 
around some of the trees, as well 
as picnic tables and three springs 
with cool, clear water. On the 
hill above the site were graves of 
Revolutionary War veterans, still 
there today. 

Greenbelt had the first pub- 
lic swimming pool in Prince 
George’s County. The pool 
opened on Memorial Day 1938 
at a cost to the federal govern- 
ment of $72,000. Fees ranged 
from 20 cents for children to 35 
cents for adults. Later, monthly 


and season passes became avail- 
able. The pool was Greenbelt’s 
summertime social center and 
was open to nonresidents as 
well. 

Summer’s End 

In the 1940s a water pageant 
culminated summer’s end. As 
many as 2,000 people gathered 
on the hill behind the school 
overlooking the Greenbelt pool to 
marvel at local youths performing 
synchronized swimming and div- 
ing routines. 

“T was one of the mermaids in 
the [water] ballet,” commented 
pioneer June Hammersla Frank- 
lin. “We did all the things Esther 
Williams used to do.” One year 
there was a water float drawn by 
white swans, as well as a queen 
pageant and a mock wedding.

On January 14 American Le- 
gion Post 136 in Greenbelt held 
the Legion’s 2012 Oratorical 
Contest through which high 
school students win scholarship 
money.

Greenbelt Connection 

When Ford and her family 
first came to the area, they settled 
in Hyattsville. Then, like many 
future Greenbelters before her, 
she moved to Springhill Lake 
Apartments, an entrée for many 
families into the city.

Black History 

Ford commented that she 
had learned little about Afri- 
can American history while in 
school. After the Civil Rights 
movement she had a clearer 
understanding of the richness of 
achievements of black men and 
women. Ford feels that there 
is always a need to set aside a 
special time, like Black History 
Month, when children and adults 
of all races can see, hear and 
appreciate the contributions and 
accomplishments of the African 
American culture, especially 
given the trials and tribulations 
of the past. “I am especial- 
ly proud of President Barack 
Obama’s willingness to overlook 
the obstacles ahead of him and 
strive to serve our country as its 
president. That type of bravery 
is found throughout the history 
of African American culture.” 

When asked about ways to 
bring the various neighborhoods 
of the city closer together, Ford 
replied that there are many ac- 
tivities that bring all Greenbel- 
ters together. She immediately 
mentioned the Greenbelt Labor 
Day Festival and its activities, 
the July 4th fireworks and how 
we all share in the movies, the 
malls and the great eateries in 
Greenbelt. She believes that the 
many churches have activities 
throughout the city that promote 
community involvement. 

Future 

Ford is a member of the 
Greenbelt Writers Group and 
would love to spend more time 
writing poetry and, perhaps 
in the future, publishing her 
works.

Caution Issued 
On Gas Appliances 


In the wake of a Feb- 
ruary 7 carbon monoxide 
poisoning incident in Ft. 
Washington, the Washington 
Suburban Sanitary Commis- 
sion (WSSC) has issued a 
reminder to customers of the 
importance of proper instal- 
lation, inspection and mainte- 
nance of gas appliances. 

WSSC, which is respon- 
sible for inspecting newly- 
installed and replacement gas 
appliances is urging owners 
of existing gas appliances 
to assure they are properly 
maintained. WSSC recom- 
mends that all gas appliances 
be serviced by a WSSC- 
registered plumber/gasfit- 
ter or heating/ventilation/air 
conditioning specialist on a 
routine basis.

Damage to the systems is 
already evident and will con- 
tinue to occur without proper 
intervention, she added. 

In specific areas the under- 
story plantings have decreased, 
species decline 1s evident and 
areas of sediment run off from 
the compacted soil flows freely 
into the lake. 

Renovation will begin with 
mitigating sediment run off in 
the group picnic area through 
placement of stone and natural 
plantings. 

Closing the group picnic area 
is planned for the 2011-2012 
winter/early spring seasons. 
There may be a need to tem- 
porarily relocate this area for 
the spring season, depending 
on weather and timing for the 
initial renovation effort.
